tained, and the opinion is quite certain 
that Italy will hold the islands it has 
seized for some time. 

The consensus of opinion here is 
that Signor Mussolini will now will- 
ingly consent to an extension of the 
time limit of his ultimatum to Greece, 
which expires on Sept. 27. It is re- 
garded as quite impossible that the 
inquiry into the Janina assassinations 
can be completed by this time. It is 
not expected that the inquiry commis- 
sion can reach the Janina district be- 
fore Sept. 17, and the nature of the in- 
vestigation makes its extremely doubt- 
ful whether it can be concluded, a re- 
port made to the ambassadors, and 
the International Court of Justice 
study the case and hand down its de- 
cision within 10 days. 

“Watchful Waiting” 

While this investigation is in prog- 
ress the present indications are that 
unless there are untoward incidents 
Europe will do nothing more than 
adopt an attitude of watchful waiting 
in connection with the Italo-Greek 
dispute.

FIUME, IS REPORT 


Jugoslavia Represented as Being 
Aware of Plan— Mediation 
Offers to Be Refused 


PARIS, Sept. 11 (#)—It is under- 
stood from information gathered in 
reliable sources that the Italian Pre- 
mier, Benito Mussolini, will proclaim 
the annexation of Fiume to Italy, 
within a week, probably about Sept. 
15. The Government of Jugoslavia is 
represented as being aware of Signor 
Mussolini's intention and as intending 
to make no serious protest provided 
Porto Baros and Susak, adjacent, are 
not directly affected. 

Best informed opinion here is that 
Italy will refuse any mediation in the 
settlement of the Fiume question with 
Jugoslavia, as proposed by the latter. 
Italy, it is declared, intends to settle 
directly with Jugoslavia, in line with 
the demands made for a_ settlement 
setting Sept. 15 as the date for a reply, 
even employing forceful means if 
necessary to end what he regards as 
an intolerable situation imperilling 
peace. 

The Fiume question is bulking large 
in the public eye. The Italo-Jugoslav 
Joint Commission which studied the 
question approved a scheme whereby 
a definite settlement was agreed upon. 


It appears that the Jugoslavian Pre-| 


mier, Nikola Pashitch, intends to dis- 
avow the accord and desires to submit 
the entire question to the mediation of 
the President of Switzerland.

German Chancellor and French 
Ambassador Hold Conversations 
—Paris Looks for Settlement

PARIS, Sept. 11 (4P)--Conversations 
that ure taking place between M. de 
Margerie, French Ambassador to Ger- 
many, and the German Chancellor, Dr. 
Gustav Stresemann, in Berlin are con- 
sidered by the French Government as 
leading toward a settlement of the 
reparations question, although it 1s 
stated that the Chancellor has not yet 
made a definite offer, either respecting 
the cessation of resistance in the 
Ruhr Valley or what could be pro- 
posed afterward. 

The conferences between M. de Mar- 
gerie and Dr. Stresemann will be 
continued. Any proposition received 
by France from Germany will be com- 
niunicated immediately to the British 
and other allied governments. 

Political circles aver that “progress” 
is being made in unofficial efforts to 
strengthen the “atmosphere of con- 
tact” which the Government is en- - 
deavoring to establish with France. 
These informal conversations, it is be- 
lieved, forecast official action by the 
German Government. 

An outline of the extensive guaran- 
tees which Germany is prepared to 
pledge for the payment of its repara- 
tions obligations is generally looked 
for in the address which Dr. Strese- 
mann is scheduled to deliver-in Berlin 
tomorrow. This plan, it is known, is 
based upon the hypothecation of the 
entire economic structure of the 
Reich, according to the scheme in- 
volved during the chancellorship of 
Dr. Cuno. If acceptable to the allied 
creditors the program will be sup- 
ported by full legislative authority. 


Reich Government Decides 
to Establish Gold Note Bank

BERLIN, Sept. 11—Raymond Poin- 
caré’s reply to the Chancellor, Dr.

MAY SOLVE HEATING PROBLEM

and other by-products has depended 
upon the development of means for 
using them as well as upon the de- 
mand, the use of this drainage oil is 
being made possible by the increasing 
use of oil-burning heaters, which di- 
rects attention to availability of crank 
case oil for fuel. 


Has Heating Properties 


To what extent this oil was being 
used for fuel in and around Boston 
and what the results had been was 
looked into by a representative of The 
Christian Science Monitor, and much 
interesting information came to light, 
particularly significant with the coal 
situation so serious. 

A prominent dealer in oil-burning 
equipment in Boston who is actively 
interested in the salvaging of drain- 
age oil and its use as fuel expressed 
great faith in its heating properties. 
His interest indeed is so vital that he 
is conducting regular experiments at 
a garage that is equipped with an oil- 
burning furnace. He is endeavoring 
to determine how best the oil can be 
used, and in what proportion it should 
be mixed with ordinary furnace oil 
to get the best results. 

The great advantage of the oil, he 
said, was its “body.” It burned well, 
and gave out a large amount of heat. 
It was difficult, he said, to get it to 
burn in the first place, because its 
point of combustion was very high. 
This was what gave it its value for 


lubricating, where it is used to cool the 
engine, but it is a disadvantage from 
the fuel point of view. 
with ordinary fuel oil, however, or 
added to a fire already started, it burns 
well. A.50-50 proportion of fuel and 
drainage oil was the best so far de- 
vised. 
Garages Test It 

“Its best use is in garages that 
have oil heating systems,” he said. 
“In this way part of the cost of trans- 
porting fuel to the garage is solved, 
and the disposition of the waste oil 
is taken care of. I think that more 
and more garages will take it up.” 

That crank case oil was used for 
fuel in a number of garages, not only 
in New England but in Chicago and 
Canada, was told by several Boston 
oil-heating companies, which said 
that some of their customers in these 
other places, all of them garage men, 
were utilizing the waste oil that ac- 
cumulates from “crank case service” 
for heating purposes. 

It proved more successful, they 
said, in furnaces constructed to use 
crude oil than in those that took a 
more refined product, resembling 
kerosene. 

One of the most enthusiastic advo- 
cates of the use of crank case oil in 
furnaces was tHe proprietor of a large 
Boston garage. He found it a most 


satisfactory fuel, he said, although it |

lighted, it gave out a great deal of 
heat.

Boston's fleet increased from 104 
vessels in 1921 to 112 vessels in 1923.

Calls for Unpaid State Commis-

That conditions “are intolerable in 
Suffolk County when men who are 
guilty of extortion and blackmail are 
permitted to walk our streets un- 
afraid,” J. Weston Allen, former At- 
torney-General of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, declared in ad- 
dressing the legislative commission on 
jury service which today began a 
series of public hearings in the State 
House on the jury system of the State 
ond how it can be bettered. Next week 
ihe eligibility of women for jury serv- 
ice ig to be considered by the commis- 
pion. 

Dean Homer Albers of Boston Uni- 
versity said that he represented the 


Roston Bar Association and that the. 
Bar Association had passed a reso-. 


lution suggesting that the question of 
women serving on the juries in 
Massachusetts be placed on the state 
ballot as a referendum. He said the 
association is also in favor of the ap- 
pointment of commissions of three or 
five by the Governor to serve as jury 
commissioners for the selection of 
jurors. 

The hearings of today and tomorrow 
are confined largely to discussion on 
the preparation of jury lists. Mr. 
Allen said he believed this State 
should have an unpaid jury commis- 
sion to prepare jury lists for the dif- 
ferent counties and that the commis- 
sion should be named by a judge of 
the Supreme Court, one of the Supe- 
rior Court and the Clerk of the Su- 
preme Court. He said that in 29 states 
of the Union jury commissions are 
today giving greater satisfaction than 
ever was attained under the old sys- 
tem. 


He declared that politics and politi- | 
cal jnfluences should be divorced from | 
the methods of selecting jury lists, 


drawing jurors from lists so prepared 
and from the jury rooms. Thomas W. | 

Proctor, an attorney and a member of 
the commission appointed by the Gov-. 
ernor, asked Mr. Allen if he believed | 
the appointing of a jury commission | 
was not an executive rather than judi- | 
cial function and should be done— 
through some officer of the Common- | 
wealth who had been elected to his 
place. | 

“I do not,” said Attorney Allen.

esshition Offered at General 
Conference Urges Organization 
to Demand Strict Observance 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 11 ()— 
Within the walls of Yale University 
today, and for the first time in its ex- 
istence, the delegates to the General 


Unitariah Conference gathered for the 
opening of the 30th biennial session. 
Chief Justice William Howard Taft, 
the president, will not be present. 
George Falconer of Montreal, Canada, 
took the chair at the first sitting of 
the conference council. 

The interest generally is on the 
action to be taken on the report of 
the committee on polity, which recom- 
mends a merger with the American 
Unitarian Association and ultimate ex- 
tinction of the conference. Officers 
are to be elected Friday. 

At the general gathering of the Uni- 
tarian temperance society, the Rev. 
W. L. Walsh, Billerica, Mass., presid- 
ing, Herbert C. Parsons, Massachu- 
setts Commissioner of Probation, 
spoke on “Personal Glimpses of Pro- 
hibition.” Twenty-six laymen offered 
their resolution concerning growing 
disregard for law enforcement. 

The resolution said, in part: 

We Unitarians should take a decided 
stand in upholding law and order... . 
We ask from every pulpit an outspoken 
appeal for the general observance and 
enforcement of law and that training 
of youth in restraint and self-control 
which alone can safeguard our demo- 
cratic institutions by the building of 
character. 

Mr. ‘Parsons in part said: 

“Respectable citizens should keep 
in mind that the liquor traffic is no 
longer respectable. The bootlegger is 
now recognized as a companion of 
thugs.” Quoting figures as to marked 
decrease in commitments of drink pa- 
tients to institutions, Mr. Parsons de- 
clared that prohibition has vindicated 


itself. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLING 
DEMANDED FOR ALL 


DECATUR, IIl., Sept. 11 (Special)— 
Ten million children of public school 
age in the United States are not at- 
tending school, and the American Le- 
gion stands ready to co-operate with 
organized labor to see that adequate 
facilities are provided, William Mc- 
Caulley, legislative chairman and for- 
mer Illinois department commander 
of the legion, told the annual conven- 
tion of the Illinois Federation of La- 
bor here yesterday. He also advo- 
cated United States prohibition of im- 
migration, “until all foreigners are 
assimilated and Americanized.” 

“We are unakerably opposed to 
child labor,” he said. “It is my belief 
that educational requirements should 
be increased so that no child could 
go into the workshop, factory or mine 
until he has at least passed the eighth 
grade in school. In a survey made last 
year we found 25,000,000 children of 
school age in the United States, but 
an average daily attendance of only 
15,000,000.”

JAIL TERM ASSURED 
DRY LAW VIOLATORS 


Federal Judge Says Full Measure 
of Punishment Awaits All— 
Strict View Taken 


The drastic threat of terms in the 
federal penitentiary at Atlanta for 
bootleggers, rum-runners and others 
who hold the dry law of the United 
States lightly, was made yesterday by 
Judge James M. Morton of the United 
States District Court, who declared 


that during the fall term of court no 
leniency will be extended to Volstead 
Act violators. 

Judge Morton, in the case of three 
defendants who pleaded guilty 


offenses were repeated, and in the case 
of Frank Barnard, of Merrimack 
Street, Lowell, who admitted he had 
sold liquor on the street to a young 
woman, declared he was only re- 
strained from sending the defendant 
to jail by the latter’s family circum- 
stances. A fine of $200 was imposed. 

Joseph Leclaire of New Derby 
Street, Salem, was fined $50 on a liquor 
charge, a similar fine being imposed 
on Walter Walkie, who admitted he 
had sold liquor at Ipswich, 
Both were warned that their punish- 
ment would be summary and drastic 
if they reappeared in court. » 

The drastic action threatened by 
Judge Mort@n, with the indication that, 
so far as legal requirements of the 
federal courts will allow, the full 
measure of punishment will be im- 
posed on wet offenders, recalls the 
divergence between state and federal 
courts in certain liquor rulings, which 
has sometimes caused misunderstand- 
ing by those unfamiliar with legal 
matters. ; 

In Massachusetts courts as in most 
other state courts, William White, 
special assistant to the United States 
attorney, in charge of liquor cases, 
pointed out to a representative of The 
Christian Science Monitor, if dry 
agents take liquor or the implements 
of a still and produce them in court, 
they will be accepted as evidence, even 
if irregularities in their seizure are 
charged, under the theory that evi- 
dence pointing to a clear violation of 
the law shall not be discarded once it 
has been obtained. For redress against 
irregularities in seizure the defendant 
may take legal measures against the 
dry agents. : 

The federal courts .take a stricter 
view, and refuse to allow the submis- 


sion of evidence when any irregularity | 


in warrant or seizure can be claimed 
against it, and this view is largely re- 
sporsible for the cases where the pub- 
lic has seen wuat it considered clear 
evidence of rum-running or liquor 
smuggling thrown out because of 
faulty search warrants or  over- 
zealousness on the part of prohibition 
agents. 

Judge Morton’s declaration yester- 
day is declared to be another proof of 
the whole-hearted support of federal 
courts in upholding the Eighteenth 
Amendment so far as it is within their 
power. . 

The fall term of the Federal District 
Court was opened with prayer today, 
when Bishop Lawrence dedicated the 
bench, bar and the administration of 
justice to the wisdom of Providence in 
the same words used in similar cere- 
monies in the national and _ state 
supreme courts.

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M. LOUCHEUR HOLDS 
GERMANY CAN PAY 


Always Opposed Ruhr Occupa- 
tion and Says Purely Financial 
Settlement Is Easy 


This article is the second of a series 
giving the views of eminent Europeans 
on the situation in the Ruhr, together 
with a discussion of Germany’s ability 
to make payment in the way) of 
reparations. 

IT 


In France it is indeed difficult for 
any prominent man to express himself 
as opposed to the occupation of the 
Ruhr or the general policy of M. Poin- 
caré, There are, however, a number 
of distinguished Frenchmen who con- 
sider the action to be ill-engaged, and 
the present writer, from recent con- 
versations with two men—M. Lou- 
cheur and M. Tardieu--who in the 
event of the failure of M. Poincaré 
would probably, one or the other, be 
called to office, is able to give 
account of their views. 

M. Loucheur is essentially a_ busi- 
ness man, who would have a business 
settlement. He has never regarded the 
Franco-German quarrel in its political 
aspect, nor even in its legal aspect. 
With M. Poincaré the political side 
undoubtedly predominates, and he 
fortifies himself with juridical argu- 
ments. 

In the private cabinet of M. 
Loucheur only the other day there 
was a little conference at which the 
writer was present, in which M. 
Loucheur, taking up pencil and paper, 
and making a series of calculations 
which were not always easy to follow 
even for those who are.  accus- 
tomed to these reparation figures, 
demonstrated, at any rate to his own 
satisfaction, that a purely financial 
settlement was by no means difficult. 


An Able Calculator 


His very facility as a lightning cal- 
culator is perhaps to be regarded as a 
defect, for with his optimistic temper- 
ament and his lively imagination he is 
apt to think that when once he has 
worked out the sum to his own con- 
tent there is nothing more to be said 
or even to be done. He said: 

I went to discuss the methods of 
reparations in kind with Herr Rathenau 
at Wiesbaden, and we established a 


some | 


system which might easily have given] 


the best results had it been properly 
tried. But unfortunately there were 
political complications. I still hold, 
however, that we could make good use 
of deliveries of materials and goods by 
Germany, and that by developing this 
method of payment we should recover 
an important proportion of our credits 
on Germany. 

ven at Cannes, where I partici- 
pated in the conference with Mr. Lloyd 
(ijeorge, we seemed to be well on the 
way to a definite solution of our diffi- 
culties. There is no need to discuss 
the causes of failure, but although os- 
tensibly Germany is now in a much 
worse state from the monetary point 
of view than at that time, there is still 
room for an all-around arrangement, 

I Was against the occupation of the 
Ruhr before the event and did not con- 
ceal my opposition, But when the step 
was taken in consequence of the un- 
doubted bad faith of Germany, it is 


. the unquestionable duty of all: French- 


men ‘to support the Prime Minister. ‘The 
fiag of France is involved and we. cannot 
allow our prestige to be diminished. 

He spoke of his faméus visit to Lon- 
don. He has been accused of giving 
too optimistic an account of his inter- 
views with Mr. Bonar Law and with 
other ministers, but he still maintains 
that there was a general accord in 
sight not only with regard to repara- 
tions but on the subject of inter-allied 
debts. 

The plan which he adopts is to take 
the French claim of 26,000,000,000 gold 
marks, thé Belgian claim of 5,000,000,- 
000 marks, and to add, say, 10,000,- 
000,000 marks for England, a sum 
which in the last resort England 
would be prepared to accept. There 
are small amounts to be added for 
other countries having claims on Ger- 
many, but there are also to be de- 
ducted various amounts paid by Ger- 
many. It is possible in this manner to 
reduce the German debt to a sum of 
about 40,000,000,000 gold marks. 


Germany Well Able to Pay 

This, in spite of protestations to the 
contrary, is held to be well within the 
capacity of Germany, and Germany 
would probably be pleased to conclude 
a settlement of this sort. There does 
not seem to be any real reason why 
England should not agree. 

Once there were real finality, once 
the total liabilities of Germany were 
fixed, there is, according to M. Lou- 
cheur, no doubt that Germany would 
set to work, restore its finances and 
be able to obtain credits and quickly 
mobilize a considerable portion of the 


debt by borrowings, which would thus | 


convert it into an ordinary commer- 
cial debt. At the same time the SyS- | 
tem of reparations in kind should be | 
taken up again. 

It is in this practical spirit that M. | 
Loucheur approaches the problem, and | 
his confidence in the success of such 
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an operation is unbounded. Precisely | 
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what would happen to the American 
credits on France is not clear, but it 
is to be presumed that the United 
States would not immediately press 
for collection and that a hypothetical 
right maintained by France to levy 
new demands at some future date on 
Germany in the event of America de- 
manding its dues would not seriously 
affect the credit of Germany or shake 
too seriously the theory of a final set- 
tlement. 

The amazing thing is that, when 
once we get down to figures, the dif- 
ferences between France and Eng- 
land, and even Germany, are not any- 
thing like so great as is generally 
supposed. What spoil it all are the 
political complications and the sus- 
picions which have been engendered. 

That is why many people in France 
are confident that sooner or later a 
business man like M. Loucheur, rather 
than a lawyer and a politician like 
M. Poincaré, will solve Europe’s 
“eternal problem.” 


BUDGET OF $18, 500, 000 
FOR WORLD SERVICE 


NEWTON, Ia., Sept. 10 (#)—The 
Methodist Episcopal churches will be 
asked to raise $18,500,000 this fiscal 
year for world service, it was an- 
nounced today by Dr. Morris W. 
Ehnes, treasurer of the committee on 
conservation and advance of _ the 
Methodist Episcopal church, in an ad- 
dress before the eightieth session of 
the Iowa annual conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, Dr. 
Ehnes reported a need of approxi- 
mately $28,000,000 for the church's 
world service program. This year’s 
apportionment of $13,000,000 exceeds 
by $5,000,000 the $13,885,172 raised by 
the church last year. 

The funds to be raised this year 
will be apportioned thus, Dr. Ehnes 
said: Board of foreign missions, 
$6,800,000; board of home missions, 
$6,800,000; board of education, $1,500,- 
000; board of education for Negroes, 
$760,000; board of Sunday schools, 
$600,000; Epworth league, $175,000; 
American Bible Society, $200,000: 
board of temperance, prohibiton and 
public morals, $250,000; board of 
deaconesses, $90,000; board of hos- 
pitals and homes, $175,000; board of 
conference claimants, $150,000; other 
causes, $1,000,000. 


NATURALIST MAKES 
MANY NEW FINDS 


George L. Bates Collects 7,450 
Birds for South Kensington 
Museum 


Special from Monitor Bureau 


LONDON, Aug. 20—George L. Bates 
of American nationality, who left the 
United States some 20 years ago, 
worked his passage out to West Africa 
and settled there, is making his sec- 
ond visit to England. He has never re- 
turned to the States. He has a coco, 
oil-palm and rubber plantation at 
Bitye, in the valley of the Djah, Cam- 
eroon. 

From the time Mr. Bates discovered 
that the Cameroon was a rich field of 
natural history, he has been fascinated 
by the pursuit of natural history 
knowledge, and his discoveries of 
moths, butterflies and mammals, in- 
cluding many new and rare specimens, 
have been sent to the Natural History 
Museum, South Kensington. Reference 
has been made in these columns to Mr. 
Bates’ contributions to natural science 
particularly in the way of botanical 
specimens. He has now completed a 
collection of 7450 birds for the South 
Kensington Museum. The whole col- 
lections is now named. It is hoped 
that it will be on exhibition soon, and, 
when it is practical to publish “Birds 
of Nigeria and the Cameroon,” this 
will be the only work of its kind. 

Assisted by Well-Trained “Boys” 

Mr. Bates has recently made two 
trips, which have considerably en- 
riched his collection, probably the 
most representative in the world 
from this part of West Africa. Alto- 
gether he covered between 2000 and 
2500 miles. Hitherto he had always 
collected in the forest region, for he 
lives 200 miles from the coast, but 
this time he passed through ‘all grass 
regions and into semi-desert. He 
has a number of highly-trained “boys,’ 
all born on his plantation, who help 
him and are paid for the specimens 
they get, 

One new bird specimen is called the 
Golden Touraco—Proturacus banner-

[oe size of New York’s traffic 
problem inspires awe in the moat 
frivolous. How to get to and from 
business every day in our populous 
town demands shrewdness, cunning, 
agility, determination, courage and en- 
durance, A fine strong race will de- 
velop from this, making military train- 
ing look “like thirty cents.” Bad as is 
the problem, there is one worse still, 
and that is getting them out of town 
on Sundays and holidays when the 
children and home-keeping women 
folk add to the throng. New Yorkers 
haven’t yet sat down at home at the 
last minute, and decided not to go to 
work at all, but they have—millions of 


them—decided to stay at home and 


make a Sunday or a holiday a day of 
rest from the tussle. The difference 
that these few millions make in reliev- 
ing the situation for the rest of us is 
negligible: the battle for a Sunday in 
the open remains to the strong. If per 
cents mean anything to you, let this 
fact sink in; last year the discomfort 
of getting about had reached its limit, 
and this year it has increased 60 per 
cent; discomfort thus reaching a total 
of 160 per cent. 

Atrocity stories are the natural har- 
vest of such a condition. Those who 
decided to give up struggling with sub- 
ways and ferries and take instead to 
Fords, now tell of waiting from two to 
five hours at ferry crossings; those 
who decided to start their Sundays at 
> a. m., tell of arriving at Van Court- 
landt Park for a day on the links in 
such a rush of golfers that their turn 
for driving off has been timed as late 
as 5 p. m. Some deciding enthu- 
siastically for a profitable Sunday at 
the Public Library, found the conges- 
tion there so aggravated that fiction is 
no more issued in the main reading 
room, and one department was s0 
aghast at its distasteful popularity that 
it confronted the crowding, pushing, 
public with a large sign, reading 
“Cable Crossing; Do Not Anchor.” 


The Week-End Shack 


Nevertheless our hearts still yearn 
for “the great open spaces,” and we 
still scheme and fight with all the 
other millions to get there first. This 
story does not aim to provide a pana- 
cea; far from pronouncing, it puts a 
querulous question without hope of 
an answer. Indeed the last straw 
has fallen with crushing effect on the 
camel's back.

The collapse of the German mark |

bushels to the acre, making the total 
' 149,000.000: Saskatchewan's average ai 
' 21, and the total, 268,610,000 bushels: 
Manitoba's average at 12, and the total 
i 000.000 bushels. Yields of coarse 
grains for all three provinces are esti- 
imated as follows: Oats, 386,835,000 
bushels: barley, 61,500.000; rye, 24,376,- 
000: flax, 7,193,000 bushels. 

Wheat prices sagged again last week 
In southern Manitoba rust has taken a 
heavy toll, the greater part of the crop

very low. Alberta reports no rust, and 
in the Lethbridge district a yield of 30 
bushels to the acre is expected.

Mr. Jewett said, “I be- 
lieve that our work here is founded 
upon a vital idea, an idea consistent 
alike with modern life and modern 
art, that the dramatist’s message is 
the thing to be considered first, last 
and all the time in staging a play. 
In accordance with this idea, the play 
is the star at the Copley—not the 
player, nor the manager, nor the di- 
rector. Mr. Jewett smiled when he 
said this, for he had been for many 
years a leading man and had played 
several starring engagements before 
he decided to devote himself to reper- 
tory. On his last touring engagement 
he was associated with William 
Hodge in “The Man From Home,” in 
the part of the suave Russian Grand 
Duke who formed such a humorous 
companionship with the outspoken | 
man from Indiana. 


The Repertory Ideal 


“Repertory worthy of the name 
makes its demands of self-abnegation 
upon all connected with it, the director | 
as well as the player,” Mr. Jewett con- | 
tinued. “He, too, must be in the serv- 
ice of the play, and the thousand dis- 
tracting details incident to produci 
make it impossible for him to do any | 
acting. That a theater devoted only | 
to the best in the drama should be a 
suecess is proof that there exists a 


large group of persons who love act-. 
ing, and who have an intelligent inter- | 


est in the dramatist’s art. This group 


is steadily growing through the edu- | 
cation of playgoers in the better things | 


of drama, an education to which many | 
forces are contributing today, not only 
in institutions of learning but in the | 
organizations of community life.

Education and “Peace 


Written for The Christian Science Monitor 


T IS merely uttering something trite | 
to say that men and nations are what | 
they have educated themselves to. 

Mortals develop into the likeness | 


of the ideals which govern them. And 
individual, national, or racial charac- | 
teristics seem to be largely determined 
by the educational systems which have | 
been transmitted from generation to 
generation. 

It has been said that war feeds upon | 


ignorance, greed, and hatred. When, 
however, it is considered that the great 
nations of the earth have trained the 


arts of war, and that men, educated in| 
the customary sense, have precipitated | 
and conducted the world’s wars, the | 
conclusion is unavoidable that educa- | 
tion from a wrong basis has been | 
quite as disastrous to the peace of the | 
world as has the want of education. | 
The world is much in need, not only | 
of education through which to elimi-_ 
nate the last vestige of illiteracy, with 
its attendant evils, its helplessness, its 
hopelessness, and its subjections, but 
of instruction of the kind that will re- 
pudiate the false systems and theories 


in bondage. 

A welcome indication of progress in 
the direction of peace is seen in the 
fact that the immense need for truer 


by educators from many nations in a 
notable international conference. This 
is encouraging. It is well that men 
and women, especially those who are 
responsible for the instruction of the 
youth of the nations, have seen that 
discipline from the standpoint of 
militarism, and training on a basis of 
imperialism, have failed to unite the 
world; that schooling which presup- 
poses enmity in,other nations has not 
brought peace; for education in false 
ideals is not true enlightenment, but is 
ignorance of the fundamental truths 
of existence. Men need quite as clearly 
to see that tuition which is based upon 
belief in the reality of matter is detri- 
mental to health and peace; and that 
such mistaken instruction must eventu- 
ally give place to the higher ideals of 
spiritual truth. To inculcate in the 
thoughts of children and adults a 
righteous outlook on life, to work not 
merely for intellectual but for moral 
and Christian culture and peace, is a 
great and laudable undertaking. But 
where shall the longed-for standard of 
universal, permanent, and progressive 
enlightenment be found but in the 


| belief which breeds disease.’ 


Mind, or God, to whom the prophet re- 
ferred, when he said, “All thy children 
shall be taught of the Lord.” 

Mrs. Eddy recognized this great need of 


a truer, purer education from the basis, 
not of material theories and beliefs, but 
of the spiritual and demonstrable truths

Big Brother presented itself under one phase

der another in connection with the problems of Africa 
and the tropical territories of the Kast. It became evi- 
dent, indeed, that the question was likely to lie at the 
root of half the international problems which are goimsg 
to confront the world during the forthcoming century. 

The difficulties arise from the effect of the impact ot 
modern civilization on primitive, and relatively primitive, 
societies. It is probably true to say that every human 
community is capable of governing itself 1f it were lett 
entirely alone. Jiven the Pygmies in Central Africa have 
a definite, if rudimentary, form of social structure. The 
trouble begins when what we call civilization approaches, 
It may approach in the benevolent guise of the mission- 
ary. It may approach in the useful form of the traders 
in Western goods seeking to exchange them tor native 
products. It may approach in the more dubious form of 
the concession hunter or the adventurous pioneer. Or it 
may approach in the terrible aspect of the military con- 
queror, the ruthless capitalist exploiter, or even the raider 
for slaves. 

But whichever the form in which it comes, and it 
usually approaches in all these guises, the effect is always 
the same, The primitive community is unable to cope 
with the new notions and forces which confront it and 
falls a victim either to the foreign exploiters or to chaos. 
Some times after an interval it adapts itself to the new 
ideas and makes a fresh start on a new basis, The most 
conspicuous example of this is Japan which in a few 
vears succeeded in assimilating the greater part of West- 
ern civilization. But more often, at least in the tropical 
zone, things go from bad to worse, Corruption, the 
drink and the arms traftics, and merciless exploitation by 
foreign and domestic agencies reduce the primitive 
people to a helpless condition of poverty and suffering. 
History is full of the records of the process which has 
been guing on ever since civilization began, 

I-xperience shows that there is only one method of 
dealing with this erving evil, and that is that some truly 
civilized power should step in and take control of the 
situation, But the problem it has to face is not primarily 
that of governing the backward people, but of controlling 
those deleterious agencies of modern civilization which 
the primitive people are utterly unable to control for 
themselves, and of maintaining good government until, 
through education, training and experience, the people 
have learned how to stand-alone under the competitive and 
difficult conditions of the modern world. [éstimates differ 
as to the number of human beings who still need this 
kind of tutelage, but there are certainly many hundreds 
of millions. Opinions differ, too, as to the best method 
of exercising this tutelage, and only too often in the past 
the necessity for some tutelage has been made the excuse 
for exploitation on the part of the supervising power. But 
there is no student of the problem who does not recognize 
that tutelage in some form 1s necessary. 

The real question is not as to the necessity for 
tutelage, but as to who should exercise it and how the 
exercise of it should be supervised. .\t the Peace Con- 
ference of Paris an attempt was made to introduce a new 
and a better system, under the Covenant of the League 
of Nations. The allied powers themselves selected the 
nations to which the former German colonies were to he 
intrusted as mandates, and erected machinery whereby 
the League of Nations was to have real power to see that 
they discharged their mandatory duties properly. That 
is clearly an advance in the right direction, for the real 
solution of the problems requires that all the peoples 
whose affairs still need outside supervision, should be 
brought under the control of the most advanced nations, 
and that the League of Nations should be given authority 
to see that the standards of government are everywhere 
maintained at a proper level. Truly, when Mr. Hiram 
Johnson appeals to the United States to return to the 
policy of isolation he cannot remember that the American 
people is a- Christian people and that the primary mark 
of a Christian people is that 1t should be ready to extend 
a succoring hand to the weak and feeble in distress.

solved by President Coolidge. 
Those matters which appear to have fallen under the 
head of “untinished business’ of the Administration, 
like so many problems when properly approached, are 
rapidly being adjusted. The renewal of commercial and 
diplomatic relations between the United States and Mex- 
ico, the formulation and declaration of a continuation 
of the policy outlined by President Harding in the man- 
agement of Alaskan affairs, and more recently the ad- 
justment of differences between the operators and miners 
in the anthracite coal fields, are all accepted as indicative 
of the desire and ability of President Coolidge to clear 
the decks for that advance, industrially and politically, 
which will assure continued domestic peace. 

There has been too much politics injected into the 
l’ord-Muscle Shoals affair. The matter, properly re-

garded, is not one upon which there should, by right, be 
any partisan or sectional division, and it is gratifying 
to have it made manifest that the President has decided 
to seek, in the possible settlement of the matter, no per- 
sonal political advantage. He has, if the facts are as 
stated, decided to submit the whole matter, probably with 
the revised offer from the lord interests, to Congress, 
but without presidential recommendation. ‘The question 
of policy involved is one which Congress alone should 
decide, and this the action of the President and the Sec- 
retary ot War will emphasize. Steps have already been 
taken in an effort to compose the differences which have 
existed because of the claims of the Alabama Power Com- 
pany to the Gorgas steam power plant, an integral unit ot 
the Muscle Shoals property. The form in which the 
revised proposal will go before Congress depends upon 
the decision of the lords regarding this unit, said to 
have been looked upon by them as an inseparable part of 
the whole. 

The essential consideration, especially from the point 
of view of the people of the south, is the development 
of the plant, now virtually idle. The southern senators 
and representatives, it is said, would vote either to turn 
the property over to the l‘ords or to operate it as a 
government-controlled industry. It is among the mem- 
bers of the President's own party in the north that dis- 
sension exists. Some Republicans favor acceptance of 
the lord offer, while others insist that the property be 
held and operated as a fertilizer-producing plant for the 
benefit of the farmers. There the matter stands, the 
chief difficulty” being that it remains unsettled. The 
President evidently believes that whatever definite deci- 
sion is reached by Congress will be better than indefinite 
and prolonged inaction. Reasonable pacification of a 
dispute marks the straight line between two extremes.

ers undoubtedly have been troubled enough by radical agi- 
tators within.their ranks to make thein hostile to all things 
Communistic. It is, however, a question whether the 
present somewhat melodramatic “exposé” is not as much 
designed to convince the public of the union's conserva- 
tism, with an incidental shunting off of the responsibil- 
ity for such uncomfortable incidents as the Herrin out- 
break on to a second party, as it is to rid the organiza- 
tion of a dangerous adversary. 

So far as the responsibility at Herrin is concerned— 
and one of the present articles blames it directly upon 
Communists—it is unfortunate for the exposure that the 
Lnited States Coal. Commission has just given a con- 
trary opinion which will settle the matter for most people. 
Referring to the outbreak, the commission, 1n its report 
to President Coolidge, yesterday, says: 

It is suggested that this was a Communistic move- 
ment. It is true that Communists have made efforts 

to establish organizations in that country and that a few 

foreigners were induced to join; but there is no evi- 


dence-that this had any relation to this lamentable and 
horrible occurrence.

The conunission goes on to exonerate union leaders for 
responsibility in the outbreak, but it also takes the ground 
from under the feet of those people. United Mine Work- 
ers or others, who would see the affair as part of a huge 
“Red” plot. 

The importance of the present series of miners’ 
articles lies not in such charges but in the disclosure they 
inake of the actual feud between bona fide unionists in 
America, and radical elements. No employer's attack on 
the American Federation of Labor could be more 
emphatic, for example, than an attack by Mr. Gompers 
on the I. W. W. Miners’ leaders have seen enough of 
radicalism within their own ranks, whether in Kansas, 
or more recently in Nova Scotia, to make them con- 
servative at least by comparison. Nationalism of mines 
is opposed by certain of their leaders simply as a reaction 
to the headstrong support given this still untested theory 
by some of the most turbulent elements within their 
union. 

The danger of Communistic gains in time of indus- 
trial strife is, and is likely to remain, a veiled threat to 
If legitimate 
unions and employers neglect the welfare of their least 
educated and poorest paid men, it will need no Russian 
rubles to make such workers give heed to wilder theories 
of social justice. In its beneficial aspect this threat by a 
third party may sometimes help to maintain peace be- 
tween union and employer, and may stand 1n good stead 
to the interests of unskilled labor. In its most baneful 
aspect, as the United Mine Workers are now engaged 
in pointing out, labor “radicalism” proves the enemy to 
peaceful, collective bargaining, and all that for which 
American unionism stands.

Itis fair | oe 
to assuine that Secretary Wal- ~~ pues eas 
lace speaks authoritatively and with the full permission 
of his chief. Any change in the outlined status of the 
Territory's affairs, it is indicated, will be made only as 
unforeseen conditions arise. It is encouraging and grati- 
(ving, as well to the people of Alaska as to those of the 
States. whose interests are common, that a definite for- 
ward step has been taken in the administration of the 


northern country’s affairs as a result of the sincere 
thought and the personal inspection undertaken so hope- 
fully by Mr. Harding. 

It is important, first of all, to have it understood, as 
Mr. Wallace makes it plain, that there is contemplated 
no organic change in the manner of administering the 
Territory's affairs. Mr. Harding, in the course of his 
Seattle speech, said, as he is quoted. by Mr. Wallace: 
“There is no need for a sweeping reorganization of the 
federal machinery of administration in Alaska. \Vhere 
there is a possibility of betterment, improvement should 
and will be effected.” This is accepted, apparently, as a 
sufficient answer to those who have criticized Government 
methods of utilization and conservation, especially as 
they affect the two great natural resources, the fisheries 
and the forests. Concerning these industries, it is made 
clear that greater effort will be made to prevent their 
monopolization by designing and selfish exploiters, but 
always with a view to their proper development and their 
application to e¢onomic uses. 

The conviction is unavoidable, viewing the matter 
without prejudice, that the intelligent application of the 
plan outlined will result in just the natural development 
and growth, industrially and socially, which is recognized 
as Alaska’s greatest need. Tremendously rich in unde- 
veloped resources, the Territory invites those who seek 
permanent rather than speculative investment. \WVith the 
promise of more and better highways and the construc- 
tion of feeders connecting with the Government-owned 
railway now being operated at a loss, there seems reason- 
ably assured that desired growth in population and in 
material development which some day will make of Alaska 
an empire rich in anany of those things which find a 
ready market in seaports of the world. 


WHATEVERemay be the individual views held regard- 
ing the participation of the United States in European 
affairs, there is one subject upon 
which there can be no division 
of opinion, when the facts are 
known, namely, the tragic need 
in Kurope today for books and 
periodicals, Indeed, aside from 
the fundamental stabilization of 
the economic and political life 
of Central [Europe and Russia, there is no need so press- 
ing as the supply of those cultural resources, the current 
of which has been so sadly broken by the last nine years 
ot disorganization and isolation. It would be difficult 
to say, In fact, to how great an extent the supplying of 
these resources would not go toward the restoration of 
this stabilization. | 

_ With this state of affairs in thought, the American 
Library Association has been for some time collecting 
books for the libraries of Central and Eastern lurope, 
which for some years have been unable to buy .\merican 
publications because of the rate of exchange. All the 
large reference libraries and universities are suffering 
greatly from the want of these books and_ periodicals. 
\ny good books about the United States or by leading 
-\merican authors, and of comparatively recent date, are 
acceptable, and many of the public libraries of .\merica 
are arranging to accept deliveries. These mav also be 
shipped, freight or parcel post prepaid, to the Bureau of 
International Exchanges, Smithsonian Institution. \Wash- 
ington, D. C., which will itself provide the transportation 
to Jturope. 3 

Strange as it may seem, post-war conditions have been 
far more effective in cutting off supplies of learned 
periodicals‘and books than were the conditions of war- 
time. During those years of stress supplies did come 
through to Vienna, to Budapest, Prague. and Warsaw. 
But today exchange conditions have rendered it literally 
impossible to keep subscriptions up, as a single one will 
cost, perhaps, an entire year's salary. ; 

As it happens, also, and most unfortunately. this 
very period is the one in which there is the greatest need 
of stimulus from those nations which have been able 
to maintain a relatively unbroken record of scholastic 
and intellectual endeavor. The cost of paper in the 
unfortunate countries has been so high that their own 
journals have been discontinued. In addition, there has 
been the disorganization incident to forced language 
changes over wide areas and in many great institutions. 
Hence, it is now particularly that these countries need 
to be supplied with contacts with the forward-flowine 
stream of western scholarship and thought. ‘

WHat do you think of the ‘wild and woolly west"? 


Thus was the question put by-a friend familiar with both the 
east and the west of the United States. 

MIy first thought on endeavoring to formulate an answer 
is: What a fine thing for both Great Britain and the United 
States if a greater interchange of visits could be enjoved; it 
more American citizens could visit Great Britain and the 
tar-Aung corners of the British Empire, and more Britons 
could visit not only New York and other great cities, but the 
west, and then, over the rolling prairies, the far, far west. 
| lo be where the west begins, and that—pace mv Chicagoan 
triends—is surely many hours west of that great city, is a 
wonderful experience. “The writer's first glimpse of that almost 
indescribable “atmosphere” was in a small village some tour 
hours’ drive by automobile from Denver, Colo. There 
horses are to be seen by the score. Everybody rides on horse- 
back. The cowboy, too, is much in evidence, clad in broad- 
brimmed hat, silk 'kerchief ready to shield his mouth and nose 
trom the dust, chaps to protect his legs from the “brush” and 
perhaps not altogether without a thought as to appearance, and 
last, but not least, the never-to-be-forgotten spurs which jingle 
and clank as he proudly strides along the sidewalk or whatever 
name may be given to its substitute.

But what, it might be asked, are “cowboys” doing in a vil- 
lage? ‘They are “wranglers” who “round up” the several 
hundred horses of a morning, for use during the day. Their 
experience on the ranch, to which the majority will “doubtless 
return, has well fitted them for this work. “They are there also 
to help saddle and feed the ceaseless stream of horses required 
every day. hen there are horses. being bought and sold and 
voungsters being broken. It is not necessary here to refer to 
the method known among the “boys” as “broncho busting’ — 
but rather let us mention the humanitarian and correct way 
of “breaking” a colt. The barbaric method of “busting” has 
been sufficiently written up—and none too soberly—by more 
than one novelist. 

The correct manner may sound less heroic but it is cer- 
tainly the most effective and satisfactory. “The writer had the 
privilege of riding a colt straight from the hands of the cow- 
boy who had purchased and “broken” it. ‘Kindness’ was 
written all over the animal, a fine, strong, brown four-year-old. 
‘That pony knew no fear, and after two or three days’ acquaint- 
ance was ready to follow its newly found friend, without being 
led. On more than one occasion when an “old-stager.”’ a large 
chestnut mare, of the party showed signs of fear or at least 
surprise, the colt would lead on wholly unconscious of any | 
cause for anxiety. The cowboy who had trained that ‘‘pony”’ 
was a fine example of what good horsemanship and kindness 
will accomplish.

While there are many points that strike the visitor on his 
first trip to the west, one will always stand out prominently in 
the thought of at least one traveler. It is the absence of tear 
among the animals and birds which roam throughout the many 
square miles of national parks and reservations. Here no hunt- 
ing is allowed. ‘That is why the conies dart fearlessly from 
rock to rock, squeaking with evident interest in the visitor 
who may be on his wav up Long’s Peak or some other of the 
rugged Rocky Mountains peaks. ‘hat is why the marmots 
scarcely hurry away as one approaches the spot where they may 
be basking in the sun, spread out all fat and sleek upon a con- 
venient ledge. “lo one coming from the countries where hunt- 
ing and shooting is the sport of the majority, it is a great joy 
to be able to see nature naturally, nature fearless, trustful. 
‘The sage hen, for example, or the grouse—that bird so shy in 
Scotland—sits: calmly eveing the passer-by, and as one ap- 
proaches, moves no more than three or four feet to one side or 


aie other. 


Deer again, and elk. no longer living in dread of the 
‘“sportsman’s’ bullet, saunter sedately along as one passes 
within a few yards of them. Oh! may this experience soon be 
common in many lands. The very atmosphere seems to speak 
of peace and contentment. And the flowers! ‘The ascent from 
the valley might well be defined as a glorious walk through 
carefully tended garden after garden, culminating in rock gar- 
dens arranged with exquisite taste and free from those weeds 
which, in the artificial “imitation,” call continually for atten- 
tion from the gardener. The beautiful specimens of Alpine 
flowers are a joy to the traveler unaccustomed to seeing them 
in their native haunts.

A description in words seems to be a sorry substitute for 
the experience itself. The atmosphere of trustfulness pervades 
the land. Even the ground squirrels fear no man—they refuse 
to respect even a “lunch” carefully packed in a cardboard box.
